N THOSE days when my medical practice took 

me through the grimy alleys and dingy one- 

room tenements of the slums of a great city, 
I had a patient who has ever since lived in my recol- 
lection.

It wasn’t her courage that struck me — though 
God knows she had enough of that! Nor yet her 
wry, invincible determination..— expressed with 
the flowery romanticism of her race —- to witness 
the breaking of another dawn. It was something 
deeper, rarer: the shining practice of a virtue so 
neglected, so forgotten, it has ceased almost to exist. 

Nowadays we are served a diet of faith and 
charity. From the pulpits of Christendom we are 
urged to believe in God, to love our neighbors as 
ourselves. And through it all, the world lies bathed 
in Stygian despair. 

Down in the dark corners of many human hearts 
lies the morbid certainty that this war, this bar- 
barism —- call it what you wish — is the final horror, 
the cataclasm which marks the twilight of the world, 
an avalanche annihilating all that is good and beau- 
tiful in life, sweeping mankind irrevocably to its 
doom. 


a bloody beneath repeated bludgeon- 
ings of fate, bound by the chains of tyranny, be- 
fuddled by the fog of battle, can see no farther 
than this near horizon. Humanity has lost the 
power to hope. 

Today it would appear as though the dictum 
of my old slum woman holds a message: a special, 
precious message, amplified and reinforced by this 
present season of the year.

That is a thought 
which seems appropriate to Eastertide: when 
Nature holds its breath in expectation — not in 
fearfulness, but in hope. 

Now the earth is awakening. The birds sing 
again, spring flowers break upon the woodland 
banks.

New life is everywhere, a sense 
of brightness and of light. 

Light indeed... . Ah! That is the key for which

of men. On Good Friday, the peoples of creation 
touched the abyss of their dejection.

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TS a peculiar fact that the very 
same employment managers who 
say, ‘‘I never hire clock watchers,”’ 

do hire plenty of calendar watchers 
The calendar Watchers are on the spot 
when employers need them. 

I spent a whole afternoon going 
over the annual hiring records of a 
large department store with its per- 
sonnel director recently. We found 
that more than two-thirds of all the 
new workers hired during an average 
year were taken on during the months 
of November, December, and _ the 
thirty days preceding Easter. 

“‘As you’d expect,’’ he told me, “‘our 
business is highly seasonal. We nearly 
double our force during the height of 
the Christmas season. And our hir 
ing approaches another peak around 
Easter. 

“So, except for highly specialized 
work, nearly all the people who land 
jobs with us are the ones who have 
sense enough to apply at the right 
times.’ 

This example is typical of the hiring 
policies followed by a great many 
business concerns. Careful calendar 
watchers know when boom seasons 
occur; greenhorns waste energy by 
applying when regular workers are be- 
ing laid off. 

Industry 1s geared to split seconds, 
but it looks whole seasons ahead in 
planning schedules. Right now, in 
March, for example, spring plowing 
and seeding are calling hundreds of 
thousands to work on Southern farms. 
Many more thousands of building and 
construction workers are beginning to 
hammer and drill and blast in the 
North. Department stores are bright- 
ening up after the long post-Christmas 
doldrums 

On the other hand, coal mines are 
beginning to lay off men. Laundries, 
for some obscure reason, are at the 
very lowest point of their year’s activ- 
itv, and the amusement business 1s 
slack 

It's arare industry that doesn't fol- 
low the ups and downs of the seasons. 
Even the telephone business, which 1s 
just about the steadiest and most 
stable of them all, has its lowest 
moments this month. Other fields roam

FINDING THE RIGHT JOB. 
When to look for it

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over the calendar like the line on a 
fever chart. There’s not much sense in 
looking for a job on a Great Lakes ore 
boat in October, or in submitting a de- 
sign for a Christmas card in December. 
Employment offices in radio factories 
hang up No Help Wanted signs in 
June, as do refrigerator plants in 
September. 

Job-hunting in seasonal industries 
is a lot like flying a glider. A glider 
pilot can often soar for hours if he 
finds a rising air current and rides sky- 
ward with it. Workers who ease into a 
job on arising current of business have 
a chance to show employers what they 
can do. Their temporary jobs often 
become permanent. And even if they 
are laid off later, they have piled up 
valuable experience. This work experi- 
ence is especially useful to young 
people, who are often turned down by 
emplovers because they have no work 
record. 

The smart lad and his elder would 
do well to look around the corner of the 
calendar and study the seasonal varia- 
tions of the occupations that interest 
them. This month, for example, the 
retail trades are beginning to recover 
from their post-Christmas slump, as 
typified by the case of the department 
store I mentioned. They are already 
hiring many thousands of workers all 
over the country, and will continue to 
hire more during April. But the whole- 
sale trade is in the depths of its slack

So far we've talked about the calen- 
dar as an aid to unemployed people. 
But how about those who are already 
working, and who know from bitter 
experience that their occupation is 
seasonal’ Carpenters, for example, are 
paid high wages by the day. But they 
live bv the vear, and few of them ever 
hear the crisp crinkle of a pay check 
during the cold winter months. Com- 
bining two seasonal jobs can mean a 
lot in terms of annual income 

Coal- and icemen are among the 


March and September are generally the best months for jobs 


Farm-implement plants are now 
busy making machinery to be used on 
the Great Plains this summer. Mil- 
linery shops are working overtime for 
the spring trade, and shoemakers are 
at the peak of the year. But paper and 
printing concerns are cutting their 
working force, as are food processors 
and textile plants. 

These trends are national averages, 
and they may not always hold true 
for your own locality. But you can 
easily check up on trends in your own 
town, and the knowledge of when to 
look where may give you a decided 
advantage. 

Generally speaking, September is 
the best single month of the year in 
which to find a job. March ranks 
second. But other months contain 
opportunities galore, and the job- 
hunter who gets going now should be 


best examples of profitable seasonal 
combinations. They keep hustling on 
their ice routes during torrid summer 
months when they can’t give coal 
away, then fill their order pads with 
coal commitments during months when 
housewives are paying to have ice 
shoveled from their doorsteps. If you 
are a worker in a seasonal occupation, 
keep an eye open for similar combina- 
LIONS. 

The weatherman, of course, is the 
big boss in this matter of what season 
you can go to work. But some occupa- 
tions have seasonal swings all their 
own. The auto shows in the fall and 
“‘white sales’’ in January and August 
dictate periods of employment for 
hundreds of thousands in the auto- 
mobile plants of Detroit and the cot- 
ton mills of North Carolina. The 
Christmas Spirit is the biggest of all the

seasonal bosses in opening and shut- 
ting job opportunities, but thoughts 
of Easter bring a thrill to the dress- 
making trade as early as the month 
of January. 

Kven when job-hunters take the 
calendar into account, tew of them lay 
their plans far enough ahead. The best 
time to look for a job is not when an 
occupation is already booming. It ts 
just before the boom starts, when pro- 
duction plans are being laid and new 
workers are being trained and broken 
in on the job. You should also remem- 
ber that most industries keep from 
two to as many as six months ahed 
of consumer-buying seasons 

Finally, you can use your knowledge 
of seasonal shifts in jobs if you are one 
of those fortunate people who can be 
choosy about vour work. Check your 
possible choices against a chart show- 
ing seasonal variations. You may find 
that a job that pays high hourly wages 
is in a field that lays off most of its 
workers for long periods each year. An 
apparently low-paid job in a more 
stable occupation might mean a higher 
annual income and you have to live 
by the year, even if you get paid by 
the hour. 

There's a lot of difference in the way 
various occupations are affected by 
the seasons. Oil refineries are fairly 
steady throughout the year. So are 
such industries as cement, ciga- 
rettes, furnace-making, shipbuilding 
Silver, leather and the utilities. Bt 
the. seasonal layoffs in such fields as 
millinery, radio plants, women’s cloth- 
ing all very sensitive to consumer 
demand are bad news. 

Of course, there’s always a chance 
the enterprising job-hunter can attach 
himselt to the pav roll of a business 
during its off season if he has some- 
thing special to offer and a rabbit’: 
foot in his pocket. But as long as 
two-out-of-three chance looks better 
than a one-out-of-three, the odds favor 
the man or woman who thinks of the 
calendar at the’ same time they look

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HERE were no ultimatums, no warnings to evacuate 

women and children, no sirens. But suddenly, 

pitilessly, devastatingly, the blow came. A peace- 
ful town became, overnight, a shambles. Literally noth- 
ing remained of it but wreckage. Thirty thousand men, 
women and children were dead. Of all who lived in that 
town, only two remained alive. 

No, this was not war. What machines of war has 
man devised, with all his ingenuity, to wreak such com- 
plete destruction? This was Nature in a tantrum. To be 
exact, it was a volcano, the eruption of Mount Pelée on 
the island of Martinique in 1902. The town was 
Saint-Pierre. I cite it merély because of the striking 
similarity to some’ of the things that are happening 
today in a world afflicted by the tantrums of nations. 

Most of the time, Mother Nature is a beneficent 
soul: “Fair and warmer, fair and warmer.” Even her 
tantrums are usually mild. But when she gets really 
angry, she makes the efforts of mere men look puny. 
For instance: 


Volcanoes: You can’t fight back at one of these 
monsters. All you can do is to get away. Fortunately, in 
recent years scientists have learned enough about them 
so that usually they can predict their eruptions, and 
give people a chance to get away. When Sakurajima 
erupted in Japan in 1914, for instance — one of the 
greatest convulsions of the earth’s surface ever known 

-the loss was held down to thirty-five lives and nine- 
teen million dollars’ worth of property. Bad enough, 
but compare it to the fate of an unwarned Pompe1 
when Vesuvius blew its top. 

The most stupendous volcanic eruption of modern 
times was that of Krakatao, an island between Java and 
Sumatra, in 1883. Most of the island was blown awa\ 
by a succession of terrific explosions that were heard 
150 miles away. Sea waves 100 feet high destroyed 
1,295 towns, killing 36,380 people. Fine dust. was 
thrown into the air to a height of seventeen miles and is 
supposed to have passed three and a quarter times 
around the earth (82,200 miles). For months the dust 1: 
the air caused brilliant sunsets all over the world. 

Volcanoes erupt, apparently, to relieve the strain © 
an accumulation of volcanic matter that has been 
pressing upward for years. They are found in man\ 
parts of the world, but are most extensive around tle 
borders of the Pacific, where they form a veritabl 
‘chain of fire’? — 250 active volcanoes. We have man\ 
extinct volcanoes in the United States, but very te\ 
that still show any signs of activity. Mount Hood in 
Oregon and Mount Rainier in Washington exhale a lit 
tle vapor, and the geysers of Yellowstone indicat: 
decreasing volcanic activity. A few years ago, Lassen 
Peak in California renewed its activity in a mild way 
But on the whole, Nature doesn’t bother us American 
much with this kind of tantrum. 


Earthquakes: I suppose nothing is quite so terrifying 
as an earthquake. Recently we have had its horrors 
brought vividly to mind by the tremendous disaster in 
Turkey last December, which killed or injured 100,000 
and left 500,000 homeless. 

Only a person who has experienced a major quake 
can have anv real idea of the fearful sensation it creates. 
When the very earth under your feet begins to rock 
and sway, and there isn’t any place to go, it is com 
pletely bewildering. I felt several hundred shocks in the 
two years that I lived in Japan, but never one that was 

eally serious. I did, however, see the awful effects of 
the great disaster of 1923. I arrived in Yokohama a 
short time after the quake. Just a few walls and parts 
oi buildings — those that were made of reinforced con 
crete — were still standing, and they were filled with 
gaping cracks. This single earthquake, and the resulting 
fire, killed or injured 246,540 persons, ruined 600,000 
homes and did a total damage reaching $2,750,000,000, 

Earthquakes are sometimes the result of volcanic 
activity, but more commonly they are what we call 
tectonic disturbances — which means anything that 
starts the elasticity of the earth into quick action. The, 
happen in almost every part of the world, including the 
United States; but Japan, with an average of a destruc 
tive quake every two and a half years, is the most 
unstable of countries. Italy and Greece are runners-up 


Windstorms: Hurricanes, tornadoes, cyclones and ty- 
phoons are really all one breed of cats: retary storms 
The distance across their circular areas may vary trom 
a few hundred yards, in the case of a tornado, to 200 0: 
300 miles, in the case of a hurricane, but the principle is 
always wind circling around a low-pressure center. Th 
rotary motion starts when light, warm air pushes up 
and heavier, colder air pushes down, forming in som: 
way a vortex. 

Each sort of rotary storm has its own usual breeding 
place, and usually strikes within a definite geographical 
area. That is why so few people on the Eastern seaboard 
of the United States even suspected, on the mornin, 
of September 21, 1938, that a hurricane was to descend 
on them that afternoon. Hurricanes are born mostl) 
off the West Indies, and usually go on their rampages 
in the southern latitudes where they originate. But that 
day the hurricane kept coming north, took us unawares. 
and before nightfall hundreds of people were dead, tens 
of thousands were homeless, and hundreds of millions 
of dollars of damage had been done more damage, it 
is said, than in any other national disaster in our histor,

Typhoons originate at sea off the Philippines. I have 
lived through three of them in the Far East. The first 
one was while I was collecting at the village of Calipan, 
in the Philippines. We were saved only by congregating 
in an ancient Spanish fort. The village was swept from 
the earth as though it had never existed. The second 
typhoon of my experience nearly wrecked the U.S.%. 
Albatross off the coast of Formosa; the third hit us as 
we were crossing the Yellow Sea. It is a terrifying 
experience, with such torrential downpours of rain that 
veritable walls of water seem to shut off all sight and 
sound except their own appalling roar and crash. 

Cyclones inhabit the Arabian Sea and the Bay of 
Bengal; in Australia the inappropriately named “‘Willy- 
willy”’ is a cyclonic storm. But the tornado is made - 
and does its damage — on the United States plains, par- 
ticularly in the Mississippi basin. Like a huge knife, it 
cuts its swath through the land, cleaving buildings in 
two and sometimes even splitting trees sharply down the 
middle. An average of fifty a year are reported, but as 
manv as 140 have occurred in a single year, with a death 
toll of 794 and property damage of $47,000,000. 


Floods: Of all Nature’s tantrums, these catastrophes 
take the most lives and destroy the most property. In 
1931, I flew in an airplane from Peking to Nanking, 
China, over the areas flooded by the Yellow River. For 
nundreds upon hundreds of miles it was like flying over 
a vast lake, dotted here and there with islands, which 
were the tops of hills. Groups of people huddled on the 
tiny dry spots, waiting to die. As our pilot swooped 
down, they would look up at us in dumb supplication, 
but with no real hope of rescue. In that flood, more 
than a million people died in a few months from 
drowning, disease or starvation. No country on earth 
sullers so much from floods as China. Every year they 
come, bringing destruction to some part of the land. 

But along the Rhine and the Danube, the Volga and 
the Euphrates; along our own Colorado and the 
marauding Mississippi; ndeed wherever there are rivers, 


tioods take their terrible toll. In the Mississippi flood of 


1927, the most destructive in its history, parts of seven 
states were under water. Eight hundred thousand people 
were driven from their homes. Property loss was a bil- 
lion dollars. In its wake came fever, smallpox and all 
the other dread diseases that follow a flood. 


Blizzards: We have recently passed through the 
season for this type of storm. Few of us who live away 
‘rom the northern Great Plains, the real home of the 
blizzard in this country, realize the fury of that mad 
rushing combination of snow and wind. Neither man 
nor beast can face it. Snow finds its way through every 
crack and crevice of a house; barns and haystacks are 
literally covered by drifting snow. 

The worst blizzards of -all occur on the Antarctic 
Continent. Sir Douglas Mawson recorded one storm 
that lasted from March 19 through May, with the wind 
blowing ninety-seven miles an hour for long periocs; 
and gusts reaching nearly 200 miles an hour. 

In our eastern states such storms are extremely rare. 
That is partly why the famous “Blizzard of 1888” 
created such havoc in unprepared New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and southern New England. 
Forty inches of snow fell while a howling, freezing gale 
of wind reached eighty-four miles an hour, and the 
temperature fell to zero. Drifts piled thirty feet high. 
Communication of all kinds was cut off. Four hundred 
people were dead at the end of the four-day storm, and 
the property loss was twenty million dollars. 


Lightning: In summer, this phenomenon 1s Mother 
Nature’s favorite weapon of wrath. A single flash may 
do millions of dollars worth of damage. The greatest 
damage is done in forested areas when valuable timber 
voes up in flames. The proportion of fires started by 
lightning is much greater in the National Forests of 
California and Oregon than in the more thickly settled 
regions of the country, though thunderstorms are four 
or five times less frequent there than east of the 
ktocky Mountains. 


Hail: This comes with thunderstorms as well as 
lightning. In fact, you never have true hail except in 
combination with a thunderstorm. It is only during the 
uprush of air preceding such a storm that hailstones are 
formed. Then they pelt down, and may do hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of damage in a single stroke. 
The annual loss from hail in the United States is ten or ° 
fifteen million dollars, mostly in crops. 

One day in the Gobi Desert we camped amid a hail- 
storm that lasted for half an hour. After it, all over the 
desert, hundreds of birds lay dead or flapped about with 
broken wings. It is India, however, that has the worst 
hailstorms in the world. One killed a hundred people. 


As years go by, and knowledge increases, we learn 
more and more about the scientific reasons for Nature’s 
tantrums. We learn how to prepare for them, how to 
get away from them. But we are just as helpless to 
stop them as were our primitive ancestors.

HE present problem of grooming

Thousands of Americans ask that question 
every day. The story of the man behind it

HE soda fountain is a mecca of 
OT ser youth —- and of adults, 

oo. More than ninety thousand 
of these oases exist in the United 
States today and many a man can 
trace the start of his business career 
back to the fizzing fountains. 

But in 1817 when Elias Durand was 
seeking work in America there were 
no such marble marvels. Soda water as 
a beverage was unknown. 

Elié Magloire Durand was an exile 
in America. He had been a pharmacist 
in Napoleon’s army and had sought 
work in New York, Boston and finally 
Baltimore — but Philadelphia was his 
goal. At the time it was America’s 
biggest city and chief drug center. 
A brother of Napoleon — Joseph 
Bonaparte had settled near by. 
Other French exiles were there. Here 
Durand decided to establish himself. 

Before he entered Napoleon's army 
he had served as an apprentice to 
M. Chevalier of Mayenne, a man of 
great erudition. Durand had _ been 
taught botany, mineralogy and 
ratory work, as well as chemistry and

He recuperated and mar- 
ried, but on the death of his wife he 
returned to Philadelphia with his in- 
fant daughter. 

Durand finally decided to support 
himself and his little girl by starting a 
drugstore. He believed it would be a 
profitable business if properly equipped 

and if beverages as well as drugs 
and cigars were sold. 

For $500, Durand took a ten-year 
lease on a building at the southwest 
corner of Sixth and Chestnut Streets,

Ix MASSACHUSETTS abou&T30 years 
ago, the Federalist and Democratic- 
Republican parties used to poll an 
almost even number of votes. Once, 
however, the Democratic-Republi- 
cans happened to have a majority 
in the state senate. The party leaders 
took advantage of a constitutional 
prerogative that had never before 
been evoked, and passed a bill redi- 
viding the state into new senatorial 
districts. Their scheme was to put 
those sections that normally returned 
a preponderant number of Federalist 
votes into a single district. The Demo- 
cratic-Republican governor Elbridge 

Gerry reluctantly signed the bill. 
When the boundaries of one of the 
new districts, Essex County, were 
drawn up, it looked like a salamander; 
and a newspaperman of the time com- 
bined this word with the Governor’s 
name to coin the term gerrymander. 
The new word strongly appealed to the 
popular imagination, and finally came 
to mean any political maneuvering 
that was designed to give a party an 
unfair and unnatural advantage. 
However the next year the wrathful 
Federalists elected their own gover- 
nor and had the law repealed, but the 
word — and the practice — linger on.

You then enter the church, go as far 
as the foot of the center aisle if you 
get there early there will be plenty of 
seats. You wait until one of the ushers 
comes up to you. If you were a mem- 
ber of either family or a very intimate 
friend of the bride or the groom, you 
would tell him your name. He would 
look on his “in front of the ribbons” 
list in order to seat you.

stand up where you are, and indicate 
that the late-comers take their places 
further in, is all that is required by 
etiquette — even though the one on 
the aisle be a young man and the new- 
comer an elderly woman. In other 
words, pew seats at a wedding are held 
exactly as reserved seats are held ina 
theater. 

At -a wedding it is also proper to 
smile and nod “‘gently’”’ to relatives or 
friends — even to talk briefly in a 
very low voice to a friend sitting next 
to you. Otherwise, you sit quietly and 
keep still until the processional starts. 
In most of the Protestant churches, 
the congregation then rises and stands 
throughout the service. In any case, 
you merely follow those in front of 
you; stand when they stand, kneel 
when they kneel, and sit if they sit. 

When the service is over and the 
recessional has passed by, those in the 
pews farther back must wait until the 
immediate families, who have occupied 
the front pews, have left. When in 
doubt, therefore, wait until those 
around you start to leave. 

As soon as you leave the church, 
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you go at once to wherever the recep- 
tion 1s to be held. But if you are a 
stranger, as well as by yourself, it will 
be better to walk or drive around for 
twenty minutes or so, to let the house 
get crowded and make the fact of your 
aloneness unnoticeable. You go in 
your Own Car, or you call a taxi, or if 
the distance is short, you walk. 

And now, the reception, in detail. 
Whether in a house or hotel, you will 
be met at the entrance by some one 
who tells you, ‘Ladies’ dressing-room 
to the right (or wherever it is).’’ You 
leave your wrap, if you choose to, but 
you do not take off your hat, or your 
gloves. If you are a stranger, you add 
your visiting card to the others that 
will probably have been left by other 
strangers on a tray in the hall. And 
then you go to the door of the room in 
which the reception is held. 

Here you will see people going in 
and hear a man announcing their 
names. As you approach, he asks you, 
“What name, please?’ And you give 
your name with title. If he says noth- 
ing, you say to him, “Miss Pauline 
Panic’’ (or Mrs.-John Jones). He then

It 1s a breach of 
good manners to congratulate a bride 
on having secured a husband! 
If you are in doubt about being 
Known to either of them, you give 
your name to the bride. If you are 
young, you say, “I’m Pauline Panic, 
or if older, ‘“‘I’m Mrs. John Jones.”’ 
In either case you shake hands with 
the bride and add, ‘“‘I wish you every

with the groom and say, ‘“‘Congratula- 
tions, and all good wishes.’ 

If the bride does not introduce you 
to him because of being greeted by 
some one following vou and the 
groom knows you well by name, 
though not by sight you tell who 
you are. Otherwise. you don’t. You 
greet any of the bridesmaids who are 
friends of yours. Otherwise, vou just 
pass on or smile, perhaps, 1f you hap- 
pen to be looking directly at one of 
them who also looks at you. But there 
is no chance to stop and really talk to 
any one, unless you arrived early, or 
so late that no one is waiting behind 
you. 

After greeting the bride and groom, 
you then look around for friends of 
vour own. If you see no one whom you 
know well enough to join, the best 
thing to do is to make your way 
slowly and nonchalantly to 
wherever refreshments are being 
served. One of the waiters will ask y« 
what you would like. You take you. 
time to look at the table and then tell 
him what you want. You can linger 
and nibble as long as you like, or sit 
down and watch people, and you can 
speak to any one who ts alone and 
looks willing to be spoken to. 

A sit-down breaktast makes a very 
awkward situation for one who is a 
stranger and who cannot very well 
join a group of people whom she does 
not know. The best thing to do ts to go 
into the dining-room as soon as you 
can and sit down at an unoccupied 
table, and let others join you. But if 
you wait until every table has several 
people sitting at it and they are all 
strangers, it gives you no alternative 
but to run the risk of making yourself 
an unwelcome intruder. 

When you want to leave, you just 
do so. It is not necessary or ev 
polite to attract attention to your 
going if it is soon after your arrival.
